Such steps, as well as new legislation 
introduced in this country to reward 
those informing on terrorism, are 
largely passive, Mr. Shultz said. 

“Can we as a country — can the com- 
munity of free nations — stand in a 
solely defensive posture and absorb the 
blows dealt by terrorists? ' ’ he asked. 

“I think not,” he said. “From a
